How beautiful. . . 

Last weekend after the Sunday liturgies, we told you more about the 
Sole4Souls organization and what we were planning to do on June 6 and 7 
to recognize National Barefoot Sunday . . . We hope you’ve already started 
cleaning out your closet, or maybe you’ve had time to visit a few shoe sales 
around town! If you haven’t started yet, you still have time to get ready to 
donate new or gently worn shoes to Soles4Souls during National Barefoot 
Week . . . 


At the Sunday Liturgies next weekend (June 6 & 7), we’re all invited to leave 
our shoes at the altar - and for those who are comfortable with it, actually 
donating the shoes we’re wearing and leaving the church with bare feet 
uniting with those who go without on a daily basis. Collection boxes are 
located in the Narthex now through June 15. 

Soles4Souls was given birth out of responding to natural disasters both 
domestically and internationally. From the wildfires in Southern California, 
to floods in the Mid-West, and the tornados in the Southeast, Soles4Souls 
has been able to respond quickly and efficiently with needed footwear. 
Additionally, shoes are designated for the Appalachia Mountains region 
where children are consistently seen without at least one pair of adequate 
shoes for school. Soles4Souls focuses on providing shoes at summer 
camps for disadvantaged children; providing all types of footwear for those 
living on the Navajo/Hopi reservations around Winslow and Holbrook, 
Arizona; and low heel shoes in black, brown, and navy are provided to 
women rebuilding their lives at domestic abuse shelters. Shoes are always 
a necessity at homeless shelters and for trauma victims as they leave 
hospital care. 


Internationally, Soles4Souls has targeted three main areas - providing work 
shoes and boots for those who survive by sorting through landfills around 
major cities to meet their basic needs (while we cannot fully change this 
survival method, providing that better protection for their feet is something 
we can do); giving shoes to abandoned and orphaned children throughout 
Central and South America, Europe, and Africa, who often cherish a pair of 
shoes more than something to eat or even a new toy. And finally, 
Soles4Souls works to ensure that village women have casual/comfort shoes 
for their daily needs such as supplying their families with drinking water. 
Many women walk as many as five miles one way to get to the water source. 
On the return trip they carry as much as 50 pounds of water back to their 
village. Most women accomplish this daily no or inadequate footwear.

“The Catholic Church recognizes that modern science has 
contributed greatly to human advancement. We also share 
concern for millions of our citizens who can benefit from 
new scientific and technological breakthroughs in stem cell 
research through the use of adult stem cells. However, 
modern science also has its dark side, and embryonic stem 
cell research belongs to this dark side of modern science. 
What is involved is the use of human embryos for the sole 
purpose of killing them to harvest their parts. This kind of 
scientific materialism ultimately undermines the value of 
human life, reducing it to a resource for gainful 
manipulation and exploitation. Human embryos are 
genetically complete, unique in their makeup and fully 
human. ... President Obama oftentimes has expressed his 
concern about the need to expand the social contract to the 
disadvantaged and needy, making sure that no one is left 
behind. Sadly, his new executive order expanding 
government-funded embryonic stem cell research indicates 
that his definition of that social contract does not include all 
human life.
